Corinth was a licentious heath- 
en Gentile city filled with idola- 
trous worship in heathen idol tem- 
ples. It was much like the twenti- 
eth century in America and other 
countries, it was filled with divers 
vices of outward and inward pol- 


lution. 

Text: “Having therefore these 
promises, dearly beloved, let us 
cleanse ourselves from all _filthi- 


ness of the flesh and spirit, per- 
fecting holiness in the fear of the 
God,” 2 Cor. 7:1. 
Original Sin 

The text assumes that all were 
born in sin and shapen in iniquity. 
therefore defiled by and morally 
tainted with sin. The appeal of the 
apostle is based upon the love and 
fatherhood of God, coupled with 
the necessity and apparent need of 
cleansing in the light of His holi- 
ness, unto whom we as sons and 
daughters were called into fellow- 
ship. Ch. 6:18. 


Our New Position 


Since by His promises we have 
or may become sons and daugh- 
ters (Gal. 4:6; John 3:1, 2), the 
essential nature of God’s holiness 
demanded that we should also be 
holy. ‘“‘As he which hath called you 
is holy, so be ye holy in all man- 
ner of conversation,” 1 Peter 1: 
15, 16. Not only has God promised 
that we shall be His sons and 
daughters, but He has _ said _ that 
“ye are the temple of the living 
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God, as God hath said, I will dwell 
in them, and I will be their God, 
and they shall be my people.” 


A Progressive Work 


While it was said of the Corin- 
thians in 1 Cor. 6:11, that they 
were “washed ....sanctified ... 
and justified,” it is particularly evi- 
dent there was room for and need 
of further cleansing. Some of them 
were “puffed up,” 1 Cor. 5:2; 
others were willing to sit at meat 
in an idol’s temple, 1 Cor. 8:1-10. 
There are features of our cleans- 
ing that are primary, with an ad- 
monition for us to walk in the 
light, 1 John 1:7. It is not that 
there is not an instant cleansing 
from sin, as these Corinthians 
were accounted “washed,” sancti- 
fied,” etc., but as we grow in 
grace and knowledge of the truth 
we like the Thessalonians are 
commanded to “abstain from the 
appearance of all evil,” 1 Thess. 5: 
22. The latter command was as 
much spoken unto the _ baptized 
saint of God as it was to the car- 
nal or the young convert. It is as 
necessary for me to “abstain from 
the appearance of all evil’ to re- 
main wholly sanctified as it is in 
order to become sanctified. It is 
needful for those who enjoy the 
love and fatherhood of God, to be 
like Christ who lived without sin. 
We, therefore, should walk even 
as He walked. The ultimate goal is 
perfection for every. Christian. 


A Twofold Cleansing 


The cleansing of ourselves 
“from all filthiness of the flesh” in- 
cludes more than many supposed 
holiness professors think. It in- 
cludes our exalted and selfish na- 
ture that is so easily “puffed up” 
and takes issues with and blames 
the “other fellow” so often. It 
eliminates “highheadedness” and 
the desire to rule, and puts a spirit 
of submission into a person. The 
outward sins of the flesh pollute 
the soul or inner man. They must, 
therefore, be put off. The sins of 
the spirit or inner man also defile 
the flesh. The cleansing must be 
entire if we are to be a “new crea- 
ture in Christ.” 


An Individual Matter 


“Ye are not straightened in us, 
ye are straightened in your own 
bowels” (affections). I cannot 
make your confessions, you must 
make your own. When you make 
your own repentings for wrongs 
done and for broken fellowship, 
you are straightened in your own 
affections and can then alone be 
made whole. These Corinthians 
were not properly cleansed in that 
they were still yoked with heathen 
and heathen practices. Paul was 
not a modernist; he did not solicit 
church membership from the 
world. We must be cleansed as in- 
dividuals without and within and 
then to remain so we must not be 
“yoked with unbelievers.” The 
word “yoked” is used metaphori- 
cally as in Lev. 19:19; Deut. 22: 
10. We cannot yoke up with hvath- 
en rites as with a “fellowship of

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faiths,” nor with the world. There

And that is to “be ye separate.” 
Christians are not to be driven out 
by the world. They are to “come 
out.” They give the world up tho 
the world may think it strange, 1 
Peter 4:4: We seek not the “un- 
equal yoke of fellowship” of the 
world, but we separate from it that 
we may enjoy the “true yoke-fel- 
low,” Phil 4:3. There can be no 
fellowship of righteousness with 
unrighteousness. Unrighteousness 
literally means lawlessness, which 
is always opposed to Christ. It is a 
mystery working against and in 
the opposite direction of Christ, 2 
Thess. 2:7. 

There is no communion be- 
tween light and darkness. Saints 
are urged to walk as children of 
light, Eph. 5:9-11; Col. 1:12, 13; 
John 1:5; 3:19, “for what concord 
(literally harmony or accord) hath 
Christ with Belial?” Belial always 
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means wickedness. Followers of 
Christ can have no accord with 
those who work wickedness. Thcy 
have been separated inwardly Sy 
the work of redemption and must 
be so separated outwardly. “Or 
what part hath he that believeth 
with an infidel;” i. e., with an un- 
converted Gentile? Therefore, 
since your body is the temple of 
the Holy Ghost, 1 Cor. 6:19, what 
agreement hath the temple of God 
with the temple of idols? 

God’s promises of sonship can- 
not be properly realized without a 
separation from the world and 
world conformity, that He may 
perfect in us His holiness.

Speaking With Tongues

A Bible Truth, Despite Dr. Min- 
gledorff’s Burlesque and Calumny. 


We have listened with intense in- 
terest to some of Dr. Mingle- 
dorff’s discourses on sanctification, 
and believed he was a sanctified 
man until he so strikingly proved 
last night that the “old man” is 
not dead. People who have experi- 
enced entire sanctification will not 
manifest such unholy and unscrup- 
ulous traits as the doctor did in 
trying to counteract the Bible 
truth concerning speaking with 
“other tongues,” even if they do 
not believe it. They will not slan- 
der and defame good people be- 
cause they differ with them on 
Bible subjects. 

Of course the doctor is educated 
and knows the doctrine of Bible 
holiness, but he has given evidence 
that the “old man” is yet alive, 
when Paul teaches us_ that he is 
crucified when one is sanctified 
wholly. The doctor has also given 
evidence that he is among the 
class that Rev. Paul Rees spoke of 
in one of his sermons when he told 
of some who were educated above 
their intelligence. 


“Paul said that people who speak 
in an unknown tongue are crazy.” 
“It started in paganism at Cor- 
inth.” “It breeds free love.” “They 
are proselyters.” “They are a gang 
of barbarians.” “They are inde- 
cent.” These are some of the un- 
intelligent remarks the distin- 
guished doctor used in his dis- 


course. He flung such accusations 
in the face of millions of good peo- 
ple all over the world, who have 
been baptized with the Holy Ghost, 
and spoke with other tongues as 
the Spirit gave utterance. The 
Bible declares Michael the arch- 
angel did not bring any railing ae- 
cusation even against the devil,-— 
Michael was sanctified. 


The white-haired old gentleman 
for whom we have great respect 
and a heartful of love, tried to jus- 
tify his “‘mud-slinging” by bringing 
a few fanatics, reprobates and her- 
etics into light, and calling that 
the “tongues movement.” There is 
not a movement in all the world 
correctly known as the tongues 
movement. That is a slang name 
given to people who have experi- 
enced such visitation of God’s 
power and have been moved upon 
by the Holy Ghost till they actual- 
ly lost control of their speech and 
God spoke through them with 
stammering lips and other tongues, 
just as He said He would speak. 
Isaiah 28:11. 


Of course these good people 
have been encroached upon by 
fanatics, heretics and unholy men 
and women who profess to have 
had great visitations from God, but 
it is unscrupulous to make that 
class an example of the Bible doc- 
trine of other tongues. Does not 
every church have its encroach- 
ments? Is there not many in the 
Modern Holiness movement who 
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profess to be sanctified when they 
are as carnal as the devil? Even 
the Church of God in its earliest 
history had its encroachments.The 
Lord informed the church at Per- 
gamos that it had those in it that 
held the doctrine of Balaam and 
the Nicolaitans. The church at 
Thyatira had the prophetess Jeze- 
bel and her followers in it, Sardis 
(Protestanism) had in its number 
those of whom the Lord said, 
“Thou hast a name that thou 
livest, but art dead.” These 
were all encroachments’ up- 
on the true Church of God, but the 
Lord did not use them as examples 
of those who held the truth. The 
scriptural way is to “mark the per- 
fect man and behold the upright.” 
—Psa. 37:37. 


The Church of God teaches and 
believes that all who are baptized 
with the Holy Ghost as they were 
on the day of Pentecost, will also 
speak with other tongues as the 
evidence, just as they did on that 
day. That was God’s order in the 
beginning of the Holy Ghost dis- 
pensation and not one of those 
who claim that tongues is not the 
evidence or sign of the baptism 
with the Holy Ghost has ever 
proven that God has changed the 
order. As a church we are bold 
contenders for “the faith which 
was once delivered to the saints,” 
therefore we resent such mud- 
slingings, burlesque and calumny 
as is contained in statements Dr. 
Mingledorff made in his lecture on 
the so-called “tongues movement.” 
He classed all who teach that 
speaking with “other tongues is 
the evidence of the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost” as being very de- 
graded, even with free-lovers and 
the prostitutes in the temple of 
Aphrodite. 


We deny that the tongues move- 
ment, as the doctor calls us, start- 
ed in paganism at Corinth and 
among naked women in the tem- 
ple of Aphrodite. We deny his 
statement that those who speak 
with tongues are a gang of bar- 
barians. We deny that all who 
speak with tongues are indecent. 
We deny the statements the gen- 
tleman made when he referred to 
all who speak with tongues and 
said, “Paul says you are crazy.” 
Everyone knows that the pro 
noun “you” is personal and was 
intended for those in the congre- 
gation who held the doctrine of 
speaking with other tongues as the: 
evidence of the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost. We deny that speak- 
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ing with tongues breeds free-love. 
We also deny that all who speak 
wi.h tongues are proselyters anil 
detiimenial to holiness. The 
Church of God teaches ana puts 
into practice Bible Holiness and 
claims sanctification as a second 
definite work of grace. 

The scholarly gentleman public- 
ly made such defaming remarks 
and we challenge him to prove 
his statements are true scriptural- 
ly as other wise. He need not try to 
excuse himself by attempting to 
bring the Apostle Paul into part- 
nership with his burlesque and 
slanderous remarks. Paul does not 
teach that people who speak with 
tongues are indecent. He did say, 
“Let all things be done decently 
and in order,” but the word decent- 
ly as Paul used it does not apply 
to the character of people as_ the 
word “indecent” used by Dr. Min- 
gledorff does. The word decently) 
as used in 1 Cor. 14:40 was trans- 
lated from the Greek ‘‘euschem- 
onos” which means decorously; 
well formed or correctly. It relates 
to the form and order of business 
in the church, and not to the 
character of those who speak with 
tongues. 

In the 12th chapter of 1 Corin- 
thians Paul proves the importance 
of the spiritual gifts. In the 13th 
chapter he shows that these gift» 
cannot be used effectually without 
love, and in the 14th chapter he 
regulates the use of the gifts and 
order of business in the church. To 
have an orderly business meeting 
in the church a woman must not 
speak, but every Bible student 
knows that women are permitted 
to take part in public worship even 
to the extent of preaching the gos- 
pel. The same is true of speaking 
with tongues. It is out of order in 
a business meeting of the church 
unless there is an interpreter. Paul 
clearly shows that the purpose of 
speaking with tongues is not to 
benefit the church, but that it is a 
sign to the unbeliever, therefore it 
is evangelical in purpose and ef- 
fect. God spoke through the proph- 
et Isaiah and said He would speak 
to a certain class of people in 
stammeling lips and other tongues. 
Isaiah 28:11-12. Paul referred to 
the statement in Isaiah and said, 

Wherefore tongues are for a sigs, 
not to them that believe, but to 
ihem that believe not.” 1 Cor. 14: 
23. He had just told the church 
that if he came to them speaking 
with tongues it would not profit 
them, “except” (or unless as 
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shown in the literal translation) 
he spoke to them either by revela- 
tion or by knowledge or by proph- 
esying. He does not discard tou- 
gues but declares that unless he 
covered the same ground by reve- 
lation, knowledge or prophecy that 
he did while speaking with ton- 
gues, it wouldn’t profit the church. 


“Do all speak with tongues?” 
Paul asks this question concern- 
ing the use of the gift of tongues 
in the church and not as the evi- 
dence of the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost. In the book of Acts 
the writer speaks of three differ- 
““t times and places where peonle 
were baptized with the Holy Ghost 
and in each case the recipients 
spoke with tongues. “In the mouth 
of two or three witnesses shall ev- 
ery word be established,” is a di- 
vine rule that runs thru the entire 
Bible. This being true it was a fore- 
going conclusion with Paul that 
the church at Corinth knew he did 
not refer to tongues as the evi- 
dence of the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost when he said to them, “Do 
all speak with tongues?” Every 
Bible scholar should know it also. 
On the day of Pentecost about one 
hundred and twenty were baptized 
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with the Holy Ghost, and spoke 
with tongues. The house of Corne- 
lius spake with tongues when they 
were baptized with the Holy Ghost. 
It was the same with the disciples 
as Ephesus and according to divine 
law the fact is established that all 
who are baptized with the Holy 
Ghost speak with tongues as the 
evidence. This being true it was 
not necessary for the writers of 
ithe New Testament to make spe- 
cial mention of the evidence at ev- 
ery place where people were bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost. 

Dr. Mingledorff seems to think 
that the 17th verse of the 16th 
chapter of Mark was nt in the 
original. He spoke of some particu- 
lar marks in his Greek Testament 
that indicated that the statement 
about signs following believers 
was the work of man unaided by 
the Holy Ghost. Pastor Russell and 
Judge Rutherford have also cut 
out of their Greek, everything that 
pertains to hell as a place of eter- 
nal punishment. If scholarly men 
keep cutting out of the New Testa- 
ment all that does not correspond 
with their views, I fear it will be so 
disguised the Lord Jesus will not 
know His own Word when He 
comes to earth again. 

While there may be some gram- 
matical marks in Dr. Mingledorff's 
Greek that make him think that a 
statement made by the Lord Him- 
self is the work of man, there are 
many other translations that give 
the particular statement its right- 
ful place in the inspired Word of 
God. 

The same writer that wrote the 
words of Jesus about signs follow- 
ing believers also stated that the 
disciples went forth preaching ev- 
erywhere and the Lord confiimed 
the Word with signs _ following. 
Paul states that God bore witness 
to the apostles preaching with 
signs and wonders and divers mir- 
acles and gifts of the Holy Ghost. 
Heb, 2:1-4. Let us remember that 
tongues are both a sign and a spir- 
itual gift. Jesus said, “These signs 
shall follow them that believe,” 
tongues being included. Luke and 
Paul said they did follow, but Dr. 
Mingledorff said he and a few oih- 
er Greek scholars have decided 
that Jesus did not say that signs 
would follow believers. Now since 
we have the words of two inspired 
writers of the Bible that signs did 
follow believers, we also have in- 
spired proof that Mark 16:17 is 
scripture whether Dr. Mingledortt

Mussolini Endorses the B’ble 

While some are saying that Mus- 
solini is the Antichrist, it is inter- 
esting to read how he has made 
possible the spread of the Scrip- 
tures throughout Italy. Says the 
Christian Standard: A new day is 
dawning in Italy. No longer does 
the oppressive shadow of the Vati- 
can lie like a nightmare over Italy. 
That shadow is now cooped up 
within the walls of the minature 
State of the Vatican City. There 
sits Pius XI in his native darkness 
and with him sixty odd cardinals 
and a company of black-robed 
priests. But outside of the abode of 
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gloom, thought and conscience 
are free, men may enquire and 
read and learn and believe, with- 
out papal persecution or interfer- 
ence. 

“That the Bible is being read in 
Italy as never before is a fact,” Mr. 
and Mrs. Ralph Norton of the Bel- 
gium Gospel Mission were grantea 
an audience with Mussolini a few 
months ago and had ample oppor- 
tunity to speak with him of spirit- 
ual things, even of Bible prophecy.

believes it or not. The Greek word 
translated tongues as used in Mark 
16:17 is “glossa.” It means lan-~- 
guage, one naturally unacquired. 
in otner words it is a language thet 
man speaks not by his own knowl- 
euge or acquiring but as the Holy 
Ghost gives him utterance. The 
same word is used in Acts 2:4 and 
this is full proof that the sign of 
speaking with new tongues which 
Jesus said would follow believers 
was Manifested on ihe day of 
Pentecost, and it is still following 
believers when they are baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. The state- 
ment does not mean that people 
are not believers if they do not 
speak with tongues, but to the op- 
posite it means that believers can 
be baptized with the Holy Ghost 
and when they are, the sign of 
speaking with other tongues will 
follow. Our authority that the 
Greek word translated tongues in 
Mark 16:17 is the same in Acts 2:4 
is the dictionary of the Greek Tes- 
tament by James Strong, S. T. D., 
L. L. D. 

In conclusion we wish to state 
that Paul did not say those who 
speak with tongues were crazy. It 
was Dr. Mingledorff who said it. 

Paul did say, “If the whole 
church be come together into one 
place and all speak with tongues 
and there come in those that are 
unlearned or unbelievers, will they 
not say that ye are mad?” 1 Cor. 
14:23. It is the unlearned or un- 
belevers that say people who 
speak with tongues are crazy. 
When you hear people make that 
statement you may readily know 
that the Bible declares they are 
either unlearned or unbelievers. It 
matters not whether they are col- 
lege professors or clod-hoppers, 
the Bible is true and Paul is not 
guilty of calling people crazy who 
speak with other tongues. Such an 
interpretation of 1 Cor. 14:23 is 
absurd.

HEZEKIAH LEADS HIS PEOPLE BACK TO GOD 
TEXT: 2 Chron: 30:1-9, 13 — MEMORY VERSE: Psa. 95:6 


TIME: The spring of 727 B. C. — PLACE: Jerusalem. 


GOLDEN TEXT: The Lord your God is gracious and merciful.—2 Chron. 30:9a. 
LEADING THOUGHT: There would be more revivals if there were more con- 


secrated leaders. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 
TEMPLE WORSHIP RESTORED 

V. 1. “And Hezekiah sent to all Israel 
and Judah.” He had a broader vision than 
restoration of Judah alone and sought to 
unite and benefit other tribes of the seed 
of Abraham. “And wrote letters also io 
Ephraim and Manasseh.” These were the 
nearest tribes to the kingdom of Judah 
located on the north. “That they should 
come to the house of the Lord at Jerusa- 
lem.” That is, to the ancient temple of 
Solomon where the priesthood officiated 
through the ritual and offering of sacri- 
fice before the people were divided be- 
tween Rehoboam and Jeroboam. Jero- 
boam opened during his reign apostate 
worship or rival sanctuaries at Bethel in 
the south and Dan in the north. “To keep 
the passover.unto the Lord God of Israel.” 
Which was the first and chiefest of the 
great feasts. It commemorated their de- 
liverance from Egypt. It was also proph- 
etic of their coming Redeemer. He sum- 
moned all Israel together by sending 
posts with letters of invitation. 

V. 2. “For the king had taken counsel, 
and his princes.” Hezekiah was a man of 
counsel, He does not insist that he alone 
is capable of knowing the truth concern- 
ing everything but he invited the princes 
of the people to counsel] with him. It is 
a part of good leadership to seek the 
counsel of.others that their views may 
be exchanged with those of their leaders. 
“And all the congregation in Jerusalem.” 
Whatever reform he hoped to produce, if 
it was to become effective, must have the 
sanction of the people. “To keep the pass- 
over in the second month.” The second 
month in the Jewish year was Ziv, cor- 
responding to our May. 

V. 3. “For they could not keep it at 
that time.” That is, at the time when he 
first reopened the temple. The passover 
was first observed and commanded to be 
kept on the fourteenth day of the first 
month of the Jewish year, Nisan or 
Abib. “Because the priests had not sanc- 
tified themselves sufficiently.” It would 
require a large number of priests to of- 
ficiate in slaying sacrifice suitable for a 
national gathering. The feasts must 
necessarily be postponed to allow time 
for their ceremonial purification. “Nei- 
ther had the people gathered themselves 
together to Jerusalem.” It would require 
a@ period of time for the people to assem- 
ble from the villages of Judah and the 
towns throughout Palestine, Such an oc- 
casion was a great event which brought 


together probably a million people at Je- 
rusalem, These were hospitably cared for 
in the best possible way. Usually the peo- 
ple slept in tents or booths out in the 
open. 

V. 4. “And the thing pleased the king 
and all the congregation.” They all agreed 
to keep the passover in the second 
month, This was decided after council. 
The people decided it was right and in 
order to keep such a feast in obedience 
unto Jehovah as well as to further the 
righteous cause of that nation. 


A PROCLAMATION 


V. 5. “So they established a decree to 
make proclamation throughout all Isra- 
el, from Beer-sheba even to Dan.” Beer- 
sheba was located in the extreme south 
of Palestine and Dan in the extreme 
north. Thus when these cities were men- 
tioned the invitation covered the whole 
of Palestine. Hezekiah did not desire to 
rule by minority, he wanted the whole of 
God’s ancient people to share the bless- 
ings of Jehovah, therefore his invitation 
was whole-hearted and little less than 
unanimous, “That they should come to 
keep the passover unto the Lord God of 
Israel] at Jerusalem.” Which was the na- 
tional capital. Whatever social or political 
aspect may have characterized such a 
gathering, it was done in the name of 
the God of Israel, which characterized it 
as being both fundamental and religious. 
As a great leader he sought to banish 
heathenism and exalt God. “For they had 
not done it for a long time in such sort 
as it was written.” There may have been 
some observance of this feast locally 
among the ancients who knew about it, 
however, the national spirit and general 
aspect of it was now well nigh lost, hav- 
ing generally declined in its use since 
the division of the kingdom under Solo- 
mon, 

V. 6. “So the posts went with the let- 
ters from the king and his princes 
throughout all Israel and Judah.” These 
were swift and tireless runners who 
travelled the pathways and byways of 
Palestine from town to town to spread 
the contents of the letter they carried, 
which was probably delivered to the eld- 
ers of each city and read openly in the 
public squares. “And according to the 
commandment of the king, saying, Ye 
children of Israel, turn again unto the 
Lord God. He invited them to return 
from their idol worship, forsake the evil 
practices of sin and yield their lives unto 
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God by obeying former customs, ordain- 
ed for their well-being. The ministry of 
all reformers should be _ characterized 
with such a message and invitation. This 
was true of Isaiah and John the Bap- 
tist; it was also true of Christ, and it 
should be necessarily true today. “Of 
Abraham, Isaac, and Israel.” He reminds 
them that he invites their return unto the 
God of their forefathers with whom he 
had made promise and thru which cove- 
nant they had hope of salvation. “And 
he will return to the remnant of you, 
that are escaped out of the hand of the 
kings of Assyria.” It would seem here 
that the northern kingdom which had 
fallen into the hands of Tiglath-pileser 
perhaps ten years before, also received 
invitation to repent by returning unto 
the Lord God that they might again be 
favored and strengthened. 
A WARNING 

Vv. 7. “And be not ye like your fa- 
thers, and like your brethren, which tres- 
passed against the Lord God of their fa- 
thers.” History as recorded in 1 Chron. 
5:23, 26, verifies the fact of the trespass 
of their forefathers. “Who therefore gave 
them up to desolation, as ye see.” Je 
hovah gave them up to be an astonish- 
ment. Their pitiful fate amazed all na- 
tions. Whatever promises they had em- 
braced for themselves in forsaking Je- 
hovah, had proven to be empty and void 
of either satisfaction or lasting good. Sa- 
tan makes many weird and strange prom- 
ises but he has no qualities of good from 
which to satisfy the human soul. 

Vv. 8 “Now be ye not stiffnecked, as 
your fathers were.” The backslidings of 
Israe] were many, especially from the 
days of Jeroboam and Rehoboam. The 
Israelites had been stiffnecked in forsak- 
ing and opposing God’s will. “But yield 
yourselves unto the Lord.” To yield them- 
selves unto the Lord meant to give them- 
selves and their possession into His keep- 
ing by consecrating themselves to serve 
Him. “And enter into his sanctuary, 
which he hath sanctified for ever.” The 
reference is to Solomon’s’ temple, the 
holy place and the most holy place. Both 
Israel] and Judah were invited to share 
the blessings of the temple worship. “And 
serve the Lord your God.” That is, by 
worshiping Him and offering sacrifices 
unto Him. “That the fierceness of his 
wrath may turn away from you.” Not 
only does the king invite them to return 
to the Lord but warns them of His wrath 
if they do not return. God is capable of 
loving and blessing the good afd of pun- 
ishing the evil. 


A CONDITIONAL PROMISE 

Vv. 9. “For if ye turn again unto the 
Lord, your brethren and your children 
shall find compassion before them that 
lead them captive.” Israel had suffered 
intensely as exiles in Assyria. They haa 
lost their possessions and were deprived 
of their comforts. Families were parted 
asunder, Sacred home scenes were de 
parted from them. “So that they shall 
come again into this land.” According to 
Psa. 137 such was the longing desire of 
the captive exiles. “For the lord your 
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God is gracious and merciful.” Their 
idolatries and sins made their banish- 
ment necessary but Jehovah gives His 
children a chance to learn and be bene- 
fited by lessons of punishment so that 
they may later make a new choice. “And 
will not turn away his face from you, if 
ye return unto him.” They may have 
strong confidence thru which His face 
would shine upon them if they but re 
pent and return and seek His divine fa- 
vor. God’s love is like a great magnet 
which draws His creatures back unto 
Him and keeps their lives warmed with 
spiritual fervor if they will but remain 
in His confidence. . 

Vv. 13. “And there assembled at Jeru- 
salem much people to keep the feast of 
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unleavened bread in the second month.” 
Ordinarily the feast of unleavened bread 
followed the passover feast. Preparation 
for keeping of this feast demanded that 
leaven be put away from the homes of 
the Israelites, The feast of unleavened 
bread typifies a life redeemed from sin 
in which there is no evil. “A very great 
congregation.” These last words tell us 
that the people received the invitation 
to the feast gladly. This festival spread 
itself into a spontaneous national move- 
ment throughout Judah and parts of Is- 
rael, against idolatrous worship. The tem- 
ple was purified, idol altars were remov- 
ed from Jerusalem from both public and 
private places. The reform was general 
in which Hezekiah the king took lead.
